About 200 farm women from 
12 Northeast Ohio counties met 
for a p icnic and p rogram at Fire­ 
stone p ark Friday . 
Most of the women 
p resent 
were members of the Home and 
Community committees 
of the 
county Farm Bureau Organiza­ 
tion. 
Sp eak er in the afternoon meet­ 
ing was State Senator Catherine 
Dobbs of Barberton.

Any v estige of d oubt that the 
American home' build ing ind us­ 
try is the strongest and most v i­ 
tal in the world should be re­ 
mov ed by the p rod uction record 
hung up cov ering the first fiv e 
months of this year, accord ing to 
Frank W, Cortright, executiv e 
v ice p resid ent of the National 
Association of Home Build ers. 
Citing figures recently p ublish­ 
ed by the Bureau of Home Sta­ 
tistics of the U. S. Dep artment of 
Labor, 
Cortright 
p ointed 
out 
that the 343,400 new homes be­ 
gun since Jan. 1 are only about 
10 p er cent behind the same p e­ 
riod for 1948 when a record num­ 
ber of homes were ad d ed to the 
housing sup p ly. The total for the 
month of May alone was 95 ,000 
or 5 p er cent und er the banner 
100,300 units 
p ut up in 
May 
1948 . 
“In sp ite of many d ifficult p ost 
war p roblems the home build ing 
ind ustry has continued its for­ 
ward march of 
p rod uction 
to 
meet America’s need s,” d eclared 
Cortright. “ As always the mer­ 
chant build er has resp ond ed to 
the d emand s of the home buying 
p ublic. 
“Soothsaying exp erts 
without 
p ractical knowled ge or exp erience 
were p red icting 
the 
d ownfall 
of op erativ e home build ing at the 
beginning of 
this 
year. They 
p ointed to the d ifficulty in ob­ 
taining both sales and interim 
construction financing. They not­ 
ed the d owntrend ing cost of a few 
Items which go into the home and 
•sserted that home build ers would 
be caught in between p ublic mis­ 
concep tion of lower 
p rices and 
constantly rising labor and con­ 
struction costs. 
Social Housing 
‘‘Another straw in the wind 
which the ad v ocates of socialized 


housing observ ed was the contra­ 
d ictory fiscal p olicy of the gov ­ 
ernment in which certain agen­ 
cies of the 
gov ernment 
up on 
which the ind ustry relies in p art 
for mortgage insurance and as 
a second ary market for 
mort­ 
gages and those agencies which 
control the general cred it trend s 
of the nation were 
“tightening 
up ,” so to sp eak. At the same 
time the ad ministration called 
for a gigantic, multi-billion d ol­ 
lar p ublic housing p rogram which 
is bound to throw heav y new 
burd ens on the tax-p aying and 
home owning p ublic and further 
d ep ress the new homes m arket 
“All in all the exp erts saw a 
gloomy future for p riv ate home 
build ing. But they failed to reck­ 
on with one factor. The health 
and v itality of the free 
home 
build ing ind ustry. Tod ay we are 
on the way to another banner 
year in resid ential construction. 
“This is not to say that the 
factors mentioned hav e had no 
| effect on
